Great eagerness and Interest have been ex- 
reased, In our own city, and outside tts lim- 
ts, since the announcement was made, some 

time since, of the forth-coming of Mr. Wil- 
liam A. Hovey's new book on the subject of 
* Mind-Readín à Beyond." Our anticipa- 
tions have been fully realized on perus ng 
the attractive little volume, the interest o 
which does not flag from the beginning tothe 
end. One cannot read it without being led 
to seriously think and der on the sut fecta 
of which it treats, or, ff entirely inexperienc- 
ed inthem, to think ot them in a reasonin 
and unprejadiced manner. Much of the boo 
consists of a compilation of the proceedin 
of the “Soclety for Psychical Research" In 
London, which will not fall to prove both in- 
teresting and instructive. Many cases are 
given in proof of the phenomens of thought- 
transference, which, It 1a sald, depends prima 
facía, on the establishment of a certalü relg- 
tion between the nervous systems of two pe 
sons; and it s known that this peculiar fun 
tion of the brain is easily disturbed by men- 
tal anxiety or discomfort of any kind. There 
ma marked change In the state of sel- 
entific opinion throughoat the world on the 
subject of a possibility of transmitting a sin- 
glo mental concept, except through the ordi- 
nary channels of sensation. It has heretofore 
been hostile, not only to any belief In any 
other method of transmitting thought, but 
has been hostile even to any inquiry upon 
the matter. Dr. W. B. Carpenter and some 
others believe the so-called thought-reading 
to be " communications made by unconscious 
muscular action on the part of one person, 
and automatically interpreted by the other. 
President and Mrs. Sidgwick, who have to- 
ther made many experiments, explain 
them by the hypothesis of unconscious per- 
ception of unconscious muscular Indications. 
Another class of thinkers solve the problem 
y saying, “Tt is the action of brain-waves,” 

r. Hovey declines to relegate mind-reading 
or any phenomena to the fanciful category" 
of the supernatural, believing that man be- 
ng a part of nature, cannot go beyond na- 
ture; and everything that occurs is of neces- 
sity tural occurrence, subject to a nat- 
ural law. We are equipped with perceptive 
and —— faculties; the former to deter- , 
mine what phenomena do oecur, and the lat- 
ter with which to deduce from study and in- 
vestigation, the conditions under which they 
occur and the laws which govern their occur- 
rence, 

To the suggestion of charlatans In the prac- 
tice of some of the unexplained sciences and 
to the question, “Why are deceptiofi and 
frand p Md necessary concomitante in 
many cases", Mr. Hovey wisely answers: 
“ When honest and capable men abstain from 
polities, because they belleve politics to be 
corrupt, and fear to be defiled, they help to 
make polities more corrupt by abandoning 
the management of politica to corrupt men. 
When the public pnts a certain class of phi 
nomena under the bap, and says to all, “Touch 
them at your peril,” it naturally follows that 
fora long time many men, competent to in- 
yore m, fear to do so, and leave them 
chiefiy in thb hands of persons uninstracted, 
or unscrupulous; or both. Hence it is that 
before any new trüth in nature reaches the 
pis where it 2 2 honest Investigation, 

t la largely left to the tender mercies of 
charlatans. This does not alter nor affect the 
real truth in any way, nor are the charlatans 
solely or even chiefly to be blamed. The fault 
résts largely with those who found it more 
convenient 1o ridieule deny than tostudy 
and investigate, Their dishonesty is as great 
as that of the charlatans, and, according to. 
their light, far more culpable. The publio is 

aturally conservative and skeptical. It le 

tter that it is so, But itis better, not to 
deny or rfisicule almply. because, onè does not 
understand. The present ol scientifc 
opinion on the given subjects shows more 
moral courage and a greater fidelity to the 
uses and good to de Jerived from scientific 
research. D 

Mr. Hovey relates in a particularly inter- 
esting way some of his own experiences in 
mind-reading, and -proves, besides, that he 
has not limited his perronal investigatio 
or study, to that science alone. He bas Joo! 
higher—" beyond," in fact—to the subject of 
pen and of spirit communion,concern- 

ng which, it is ho he will have much 
more to esy In another volume. In these sel- 
ences there is nothing to be — noth- 

rej. They are, on the Contrary, 
rtant, valuable, attractive and in- 
to investigate. To say that they do 
not admit of Investigation is absurd.

The manner of disposing of the bodies of 
the departed ones is rightfully engaging 
much attention at present, and cremation- 

Ists, lawyers, scientists and clergymen take 
prominent parta in the debate. The lawyers’ 
chief objection to cremation is, that the 
Krave can be made to give up its dead for 
chemical analysis, and thereby crime has 
sometimes been detected which cremation 
would have hidden. But. if it be proved that 
earth-burlal kills many thousands of people 
yearly, while it only reveals a crime once in 
ten years, and eaves no one, this objection 
may be set aside as insufficient. The clergy, 
as usual denounce cremation with a “thus 
saith tho Lord,” although there is no record 
that burial was ever commanded, only rec- 

.  ognized as customary. Some preachers even 
go so far as to hint that cremation is a wick- 
ed attempt fo render-the resurrection of the 
body more díffieult for God to accomplish. 
This objection may be dismissed with a smile. 

In eariler ages when population was scanty 
and land plentifal, earth-burial was probably 
the best way of disposing of the dead. But 
there never was an ancient nation having 
olties populated like ours, no such close 
crowding was ever concelved of. No ancient

What the Community Gains by the Liquor 
Business. 


Let us pursue this farther by means of a 
couple of ＋ Instances, such as occur 
day. John Smith has been, during the 
week, a capable and industrious workman, 
earning full wages every day. Saturday 
night he his pay and goes to the stores, 
where he falls in with oon companions and 
nds his week's w. at the grog shop, 
standing treat and drinkiog himself until 
his money is gone. Late at hight he is put 
out into the street drunk, the liquor-seller 
having got bis money and being ready to close 
shop. Result tha Arst: The liquor-seller 
has received, say, twelve dollara, of which at 
least three quarters, or nive dollars, is profit. 
Result the second: Smith is arrested and put 
into the lock-up for the remainder of the 
night; in the morning he ts brought before a 
magistrate and fined one dollar and costs 
amounting to at least five dollars, and usval- 
ly more, for want of which he goes to jail — 
ten days. Result the third: Smith's famil 
applies to the overséers of the poor for assis! 
ance, and they, being unable to refase, are 
likely to expend five or six dollars. Total re- 
sults, leaving out the moral deterioration of 
Smith and his family, nine dollars profit to 
the Ilquor-seller, costs of prosecution paid 
the county, Smith and his family sup; 
&t the expense of the town and county for ten 
days, and Smith's productive labor for ten 
days lost to the community. 

t the least calculation, in order that the 
liquor-seller may his t. the com- 
munity has lost much more than an equal - 
amount. In thie instance I have supposed the 
liquor-buyer to spend a full week's wages, 
but the contrast is still gteater if we suppose, 
as is more frequently the case, that the buyer 
has only money sufficient to buy liquor 
enough to cause hia intoxication; that he is 
arrested and committed to jail for non-pay- 
ment of fine and coste. The count 
the coats to pay, and the liquor-seller's profit 
is only a very small percentage of theexpenee 
he has caused the community. Let us attack. 
his profit, wherever his trade is injurious, to 
the public, and we shall be in a fair way to 
drive him out of the business altogether, or to 
oblige him to exercise such care in his man- 
agement as to deprive it ot lt harm. — From

as warm, personal friends. 

On the abore committee are two reverend
